On or about tlit* 22d of last month 
Thomas Pool and Lis two children 
were brutally inurdurcd in the vicinity 
of Lillooet On the 3rd inst. wo jiub- 
lished details of the murder and a few 
days later our telegraphic dispatches 
funiished particulars of the Coroner's 
inquest held on the body of the victims: 
It was stated that suspicion rested on 
ft Douglas Indian known as Black Jim 
and' that steps had been taken to eSect 
his arrest. It now occurs to us to ask 
what these stops •were, inasmuch as the 
Superintendent of Polico is still in this 
city and to the best of our knowledge 
no officer has yet been detailed to arrest 
the suspected Indian. It is also our 
duty in the intei'cst of the public to re- 
mind the Superintendent of Police that 
a robbery took place at Coiuox a\)out 
the end of last month, when Rev. Mr 
WiLLUMAii's residence was entered and 
a considerable amount of money ex- 
tracted therefrom. If nothing ha.s been 
doixe in this matter to bring the guilty 
party or parties to justice it is apparent 
there is neglect .somewhere. For the 
security of life and property the Super- 
intendent of Polico should bo on the 
alert, and let us hope that he i.s. Wo 
have heard it stated, liowever, that 
sucli is not the case. 



TffE SOUTH AMJSRICAK WAIi. 



Pisaqua Is or was a small mari- 
time town of South Peru, 130 miles 
S.S.E. of Lima, near the mouth of Pi.sco 
Rivei'. It has been bombarded by the 
Chillean fleet and reduced to ashes. A 
slight misunderstanding with Commo- 
dore RODG Ens of the American licet, 
arising from a chance .shot from a Cliil- 
lean vessel carrying away his ensign, 
was promptly condoned by an apology. 
Iquiqui, another Peruvian town — the 
attack on M-hich would seem to have 
failed — is a .small seaport town of South 
Peru. The exports of lunibcn' from 
Burrard Inlet in tlii.s pro\ iuc<' to Peru 
and Chile are very large and the war 
will cause an inteiTuption to our trade 
in that direction. 

INSOLVEXCY. 



The Insolvency Bill which the Stan- 
d<trd epitomizes editorially has no ex- 
istence in fact. It was defeated in the 
House of Commons, after having been 
roi)orled from a Select Committee. Mr. 
Bechaud's motion — which prevailed — 
involved the unconditional re])eal of 
the Insolvency Laws and killed the 
Bill our contemporary reviews.

Editou Colonist: — li wa.s an in- 
aigniticent coin, but its value is dou- 
bled becauso the price of labor has fal- 
len fifty per cent, or more. When 1 
was in the habit of receiving §.30 a 
week as wage.s I despised a dime; but 
now I get $15 a week and am forced by 
the change to look sharp and nayc. 
half-dimes. If I purchase ten cents' 
worth in any store m town and put 
down twenty-live cents 1 oidy get ten 
cents change, I cannot blame the 
storekeeper who keep.s iny half-dime; 
he follows the custom of the country 
and that is lawful; but I might lose 
two dollars a week by this system of 
taking fifteen cents for ten. Sevei-al 
persons who will read this letter arc 
sure to say of me, "he's n mean fellow, 
anyhow." I shall not bo surprised. It 
is not many years since I was in the 
habit of refusing to take a dime in 
change. "Bits" were "only fit for 
chicken feed." But the times are sad- 
ly changed and evory sensible man will 
try and make both end.s meet. At first 
sight the taking of fifteen cents for ton 
seems an insignificant affair, not worth 
notice; but look at it in this way. If 
you owe a man $100 and walk into 
his store witii a $250 bill and hand it 
to him will you not be astonished if he 
presents you with .$100 as change? 
You would inunediately demand the 
other $50 and get it. But the man 
whose §50 is taken in fivc-cnut pieces, 
one at a time, never notices tlie los.s of 
his Fjvi: KAfiLKs. This system 
of giving change has compelled nie to 
become a creditor. I was ahvay.s in 
the habit of biiyiii,',' tin; Ijcst articles 
for cash, because 1 know by cx])erience 
that the cash customer commands the 
market and gets the best of everything. 
Every man pays for his credit. The 
millionaire who takes groceries on 
credit for a mouth is charged a little 
more than the man who pays in cash. 

I think you, iVfr. Editor, will ac- 
knowledge that it is time foi- those who 
ure entrusted with aflairs of state to 
supply this Province with a coinage 
that will enable everyone engaged in 
the retail trade to give his customers 
the change they are entitled to receive. 
The kabit of taking fifteen cents for 
ten encourages the credit system wliieh 
evry sensible mechanic dreads; but it 
must continue until we are supplied 
witn a suitable coinage. Every one 
(eels the inconvenience, and may con 
tinue to feel it for many a day. Thtn e 
18 no public opinion in the Province, 
and when a man is elected to repre- 
.sent the people he laughs at them and 
never thinks of anythiutf but his own 
interests.

SOUTH AMERICA. 
Panama, May 8. — Last week Pisa- 
qua was bombarded and destroyed, 
causing a loss of about a million soles. 
Launches at Waltendo were sunk. 
Several shots were fired into the town 
and one coal ship was relieved of Jier 
cargo. Icjuiqui was bombarded for 
half an hour. Loss trifling. The 
Peruvian fleet remains at Callao. At 
tlie commencement of the fightat Pisa- 
qua, Rear-admiral Rodgers of the Pon- 
sacola was putting ofTfroin the shore to 
his slii[i with his family when a shot 
from a Ohilian boat carried away his 
ensign. On his arrival on board the 
Pensacohi ho signalled the Chilian flag- 
ship, informing them of what had hap- 
pened. Admiral Eobelledo then went 
on board the Pensacola and ajiologized, 
and seeing that the boats were return- 
ing repulsed from tho shore ho left, 
asking Admiral Rogers to warn the 
town that in three hours more he 
would bombard the place. Accordingly 
three hours later a bombardment com- 
menced, lasting two hours, when the 
town had been reduced to ashes.

MEXICO. 
New York, May 16. — A special 
from the City of Mexico gives details of 
a lengthy interview with Gen. Frisbie, 
formerly of California, in which he says 
the presen t ann ual production of Mexican 
mines is about twenty-five million dol- 
lars. I am not aware of any shares in 
Mexican mines being placed upon the 
market in the United States. If the 
mineral wealth of this country were 
understood in the United States min- 
ing enterprises would doubtless bo re- 
garded with favor, It is mentioned 
the mine in which shares were soiling [ 
in Juns '77 at S'1,000 is now held at ' 
sixty thousand dollars.

Sin: — Kear-Aduiiral dcHorsoy has de- 
aired mo to inform you that he has learnt 
that a oonBidemble number of poraons, 
and sumo from a distance, havo nindo ar- 
rangements to visit Esquimau tliia even- 
ing in coii.sequence of a totally unauthor- 
ized notification in the Daily British Cuh- 
nist to the ufl'ect that the oloctric light would 
bo 'xhibited on board the Triumph at 9 
p.m. this day.

Of course wo deeply regret that, mis- 
led by street rumor, the display of the 
electric light was announced, and an apol- 
ogy is certainly duo from ua to Admiral 
DoHor.-iey for a statement which must 
havo caused liim and the ollicers of the 
flagship much auuoyauce. It is gra- 
tifying, however, to know tliat 
the moment the Admiral became aware 
a largo number of persons would be 
disappointed should the light not be exhib- 
ited ho directed arrangements to bo made 
for the display. Tho Bteamers Cariboo- 
Fly, Isabel, JJaiido and Woodside were 
chartered to proceed to Estiuimalt with 
passengers and loft hero at 8 o'olock in tho 
evening with somel,20U men, women and 
children. Carriages wore also called into 
requisition, and tlio.se who left by this 
modu of conveyance at an early liour 
wont on board tho flagship and enjoyed 
tho privih'gc- -t!u'o\igli the courtesy of 
the otticora — of inspecting the apjjaralus. 
The power by which theoloctricity is gener- 
ated is furnished by a 40-horse poworengine 
worked up to 120 rovolutions a minute, 
the battery making about 500 revolutions 
a minute. The electric current is con- 
ducted from tho battery to the main deck 
where carbon points or pencils aro arrang- 
ed behind glass prisms and reflectors.

Each steamer, as tlio 
bright rays fell upon it, tooted an ac- 
knowledgment througli her brass-lined 
throat, and the excursionists cheered 
lustily as the vossels circled about tho 
noble ship and at ten o'clock fiteamcd 
away towards homo.

THID ZULTJ WAR. 

Strict Procautions asainst being: 
Surprised. 

HEAVY FIGHTING WITH THE ZULUS EX- 
PECTED. 

[By Telegraph to the Toronto Ololie.] 

London, April 17. — Important news 
from the Cape has been received this 
morning. 'Iho Daily News publislies 
a dispatch telegraphed from Madeira, 
dated Fort Peansou, Cape Colony, as 
follows: — March 28th — Until a few 
days ago, it was thouglit that tho opor- 
atioiis for

would not be undertaken before tho 
5th of April, but signnLs were recently 
made from that place to tho efl'ect that 
the bfeadstufl's were quite exhausted, 
and that the number of sick and wound- 
ed bad increased to 150. At any coBt, 
tliereforo, it was determined to open 
communication without delay. Tho 
transport of the troops across the river 
was completed last night despite tor- 
rents of rain which did not ccaso fall- 
ing until daybreak. The advance of 
the first division of the column has 
already commenced, Colonel Law, 
who is in command, has with him the 
seamen and marines landed from the 
Shah and Tenedos, the Qlst Regiment, 
and five companies of the 99tb, two 
companies of tho 2nd BlufTs, nntl Bar- 
row's mounted corps, con.sisting of 
about 300 Europeans and natives. 
Next followed the waggon.s, lightiv 
laden with nothing but the most ab- 
solute necessaries. No tents aro taken 
and only oneainbulancewithncoommod- 
ation for six men. The waggons are 
flanked by Nettleton's native battalion 
on the right and Barton's 'on the left. 
Col. Pemberton commands the rear- 
ward division. It consists of the Boa- 
dicoa'a men, tho 57th Regiment and the 
third battalion of tho GOth Regiment, 
with a .squadron of mounted natives. 
The entire force is more than 6000 
strong, with two (bitling guns, two 9 
poundcr.f, and a number of rocket 
tubes, The men have been served 
witli 200 rounds of ammunition each — 
70 in their possession, and tho rest in 
reserve. The convoy consist-s of 113 
waggoiiH and 50 pnckmulos. A good 
deal of credit is given to CommiBsary 
Walton for tlin excellence of his ar- 
rangements for supply, and" to Law- 
rence and Findlay for the manner in 
which they havo organized the tran- 
sport train. As at present arranged 
Lord Ciioliubford will him.self accom- 
pany the column, jiossibly Commissary- 
General Strickland likewise nnd Sur- 
geon-Major Larrant as principal medi- 
cal officer, with a dozen assistants.

in to force through to Ekowo with all 
po.s.siblo repidity, exchange the garri.son, 
provision the fort for a fresh ])eriocl of 
30 dny.s, and form another jjost on tho 
Enyczaini Heights, leaving it supplied 
for a similar period. Perhaps a third 
post will be establislied at Inyeni. 
Twelve days' supplies for tho moving 
column will bo carried in tho waggons, 
C'-olonel PearKou has made known by 
signals that ho can send out no inoro 
than five hundred mon to as.sist in the 
operations.

Tlie Daily Tekffraph correspondent 
says: — The roads being very heavy 
owing to the recent excessive rain-fall, 
tho column, which extends nearly four 
miles, moves on an average a distance 
of six miles a day. The country is 
hilly but open, the hollows only being 
filled witli bush, and splendid grazing 
ground i.s seen throughout. Tho only 
inhabitant!! .scon are Zulu scouts. 
Cotewftvo's general has insolently scut 
word that "those rats will never leave 
tliat hole." On Wednesday last Lord 
Chelmsford, parading the troops re- 
minded them of the exceptional charac- 
ter of the enemy, and stated that 
modern tactics must be modi- 
fied to meet tlie circumstances. 
No skirmishing would be allowed, tho 
troops marching ehoolder to ahoi\ldor, 



and halts ordered every hour to allow 
twenty waggons to come abrc.nst, and 
thus maintain the formation of the 
column.

The Zulu army i.s re- 
assembling. 

Tho StandanI correspondent describ- 
es the departure of the relief column. 
The column extended over a consider- 
able dislnnce. No difliculties were met 
with on the road, whioh wound over a 
slightly undulating country. The native 
horse scouted on both sides.but although 
a few Zulus were seen on tho distant 
hills, evidently watching the [jrogres.s 
of tho column, thcso in no case ventured 
within gunshot. In tho afternoon- tho 
head of the jnirly reached Inyoiii. As 
the other troops arrived they closed np 
and a camj) was formed, witii the wag- 
gons in the centre, and tho troops in a 
hollow stjuaro around them. The men 
werf^ .set to work at once, and before 
night ;ill Imd thrown uj) entronchmentB 
which would ha\-(' been capable of with- 
standing an attack, should the enemy 
have ventured upon it. Inyoni lies 
some nine miles north of tho Tugela, 
and is situated on the rising ground 
near tho stream. There is a good sup- 
ply of water. During llio night there 
were no alarms from tho enemy, but 
upon thu troops forming to march at 
daybreak one of the captains of tho 
b~x.\\ Pvogiment was found to be mis- 
sing. It is conjectured that during tho 
night ho must havo gone beyond the 
gunrd.s and havo been attacked by 
Zulus lurking in the grass. No attack 
was expected until tho first inst, , aa 
the Zulus were reported by Colonel 
Pearson to be massing in a strength es- 
timated by him at 35,000 men at a 
[loint not far distant from Ekowo.

it is intended that the GOth regiment 
shall remain there in garrison. The 
stores and ammunition contained in 
tho 150 waggons which we are escort- 
ing will be ample to enable them to 
hold out until all preparations are com- 
pleted for tho grand advance upon 
Ulundi. Colonel Pearson will return 
with the present garrison, a good many 
of whom are reported to bo much re- 
duced in health, Colonel Pearson hav- 
ing signalled that ho has only 500 men 
available for action on the Zulu rear as 
we advance. The troops aro in the 
highest spirits. Desperate fighting is 
expected, but no one for an instant 
doubts the certainly of our success. 
It i.s a pity that wo have not with us 
two or three regiments of well-trained 
native cavalry, such as Pan's aud Pro- 
byn's liorKo in India. The native con- 
tingent aro strong and appear well- 
organized, and their cavalry fairly up 
to their work as scouts. John Dunn 
is with us, and rides with the general's 
stafT as interpreter. He has with him 
about 100 Zulus. 

The .same paper's correspondent at 
Pitorniaritzburg says; — A groat victory 
has been won by Colonel Wood after 
severe fighting, which .it ono tiipc ap- 
peared as if the result would be again 
unfavornblo to our aims. On the 29th 
inst. Colonel W'ood attacked Umbelini 
at Kolabana, a table-topped mountain, 
on whoso summit his tribe kept thoir 
cattle and the large quantities which 
thoy have carrictl otV in their raid.s. 
The position was not strongly defended 
by tho Zulus, and was captured with- 
out much difhculty, Upon tho home- 
ward inarcli of the troops, with many 
thousands of cattle which they had 
captured, thny were attacked by a Zulu 
army, whose force Colonel Wood esti- 
mates nt 20,000 men. To i-csi,st this 
attack our forcT hail to bo concentrat- 
ed, and the Zulus consequently were 
ablo to recapture the whole of their 
cattle. Tliey attacked the column and 
inflicted considerable loss upon it. 
Nearly all the natives belonging to the 
force desei-ted. Next day large masses 
of tlie enemy were observed gathering 
round tho cam]!, which at half-past one 
in the day was

and determination. The fighting was of a 
most severe character, and the troops 
were able only by desperate exertions to 
maintain their position. The lighting 
lasted for three hours and a half, and 
at 5 p.m. the enemy desisted from his 
efforts, and fell back defeated with im- 
mense loss. Our loss was heavy, con- 
sisting of .seven ollicors and about sev- 
enty men killed and wounded. Among 
the killed wore Capt. Campbell, Lieuts. 
Plot and Uys, and ^Ir. Lloyd. Col. 
Wood had his horse killed under him. 
No statement has been received of the 
loss which the column sutlered on the 
first day's fighting. Although Col. 
Wood gives no estimate of the Zulu 
loss, it is thought that in so determined 
an attack, lasting throe hours and a 
half, u])on laagered camp, their loss 
must have been ininiense, In conse- 
quence of the fabulous prices which tho 
colonists have insisted upon demanding 
for transport, martial law has, at tho 
request of Commissary-General Strick- 
land, has proclaimed, so far as regards 
transports. Fair prices will be given 
for wagons and bullocks. Now that 
by this step the whole resources of the 
colony, in the way of transports, are 
placed in the hands of the Government, 
it is believed that comparatively little 
difBculty will bo experienced in com- 
pleting the nrrangemeuts necessary for 
the advance of the whole force. It will 
be necessary that further supplies of 
all sorts, with the exception of meal, 



be sent forward from England, as the 
.supplies to be obtainctl here are insuf- 
ficient for tho future necessities of the 
force. No fucthei* neiwa/is expected 
from Lord Chclmsford'.s' column until 
it reaches Ekowe. 

Tho Daih/ Chronicle states: — Fight- 
ing occurroti in Easutoland on .March 
21rjt and 23d last, which resulted in 
tlie capture of 1,000 head of cattle and 
80 horses. One son and two grandsons 
of the Basuto cliief Doirosi and 80 
men were killed while fighting. On 
the British side one friendly chief, and 
ono corporal of yeomanry were killed 
and three troopers wounded.

She will .sail next 
month. It is stated hero that her mid- 
dle cabin was fully engaged last week. 
The pressure for emigration is now so 
grsat that it is necessary to apply con 
siderably beforehand for berths.'' 

A gross outrage was porijotratod the 
other night at St. John's Church, Miles 
Platting, A high ritual is used at this 
church, and to that fact is attributed 
the outrage in question; which appears 
to havo been none other than an at- 
tempt to destroy tho ediGco by fire. 
Thia was happily unsuccessful, but the 
miscreants who got into the church sue. 
coeded in demolishing a great part of 
tho furniture on and about tho Com- 
munion Table. Books, papers, and 
other articles were heaped together and 
set fire to, and from a pile of partially 
burnt material trains of combustible 
matter were found to havo been laid 
to a cupboard which contained sur- 
plices, etc., and also to a pitch pine 
wardrobe. Had the fire reached there 
it must have spread through the vrhole 
building. Thero is no clue to the per- 
petrators of the outrage.

Every time the box is 
cleared one of these tablets, showing 
tho time the next collection is to be 
made, is inserted in a slot fixed in the 
plate, so that anyone can tell at a 
glance whether a particular" collection 
has been made, ancl when the next will 
bo, thus obviating in many cases a 
good deal of trouble aud annoyance. 
They also furnish an eflectual check 
upon the men whose duty it is to clear 
the boxes, and ensure the letters being 
taken to the office without delay.
